Hancock County Farmers 
Using Agricultural 
Conservation Program 


Hancock County farmers are 
using the Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program to establish conser- 
vation practices on their farms. 
Through May 29, a total of 132 
different farmers in Hancock 
County have been approved by the 
Hancock County ASC County Com- 
mittee for carrying out conser- 
vation practices under the 1959 
ACP. Practice approvals on these 
farms represent $15,000.00 for 
this purpose, according to Mary 
E. Favre, ASC County Office Man- 
ager. : 

Under the Agricultural Conser- 
vation Program the Federal Gov- 
ernment shares the cost with a 
farmer in carrying out the most 
needed conservation practices on 
his farm. Contribution by the 
Government for this purpose is 
approximately 50% of the cost of 
seed and fertilizer for temporary 
practices, such as millet and su- 
dan for summer cover, and oats, 
vetch, and winter peas for winter 
cover. On permanent-type prac- 
tices the Government's contribut- 
tion is approximately 65% of the 
cost for performing such practices 
as the establishment of Bahia 
grass, Bermuda grass, Dallis grass, 
white clover, ditches, timber stand 
improvement, and livestock water 
ponds. 

The Hancock ASC County Of- 
fice now has $600.00 in 1959 ACP 
funds left to help farmers carry 
out conservation practices during 
the remainder of this year. Among
